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The Ontario Bureau of Statistics and Research takes pleasure in 
presenting herewith its Third Annual Economic Survey of the Province of Ontario 
authorized by the Hon. Leslie M. Frost, Prime Minister and Provincial Treasurer. 


This project, a continuing one, contains certain improvements this 
year. Some new tables, including one on population changes were introduced. 
Also included is a short narrative to explain and define the zonal structure 
used in the analysis of the statistical data throughout this report. 


The conservation authorities in Ontario are shown on a new coloured 
map. Short explanatory notes have been added to clarify the data found in the 
tables on conservation and highways. Information concerning radio audiences has 
been added to the radio stations table. The employment and unemployment tables 
introduced last year have been enlarged further. 


Last year the demand for copies of the Survey by officials who use the 
data in their administrative duties far exceeded the supply. We welcome comments 
from these officials as they serve a very definite purpose in the planning of 
forthcoming surveys. It is our desire to offer pertinent statistics from 
administrative records which will be of some definite use and will in some way 
alleviate the overwhelming and rapidly increasing demand for uniform statistical 
information on Ontario. 


There is a definite trend toward economic studies by regions both in 
Canada and the United States. At a Washington, D.C. (November, 1950) Seminar, 
it was stated, "The regional development concept is of vital importance. 
Economic aspects are more important than physical development." The object we 
have in mind is to measure statistically the economic and social development in 
each region, the components of which have a definite inter-relationship ranging 
from inter-censal population factors to conservation and highway projects. But 
it should be pointed out that only topics which can be analysed regionally have 
been included for it is only on such a uniform, permanent basis that statistical 
criteria may be developed.

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THE ONTARIO ECONOMIC ZONES 
EXPLANATION AND DEFINITION 


There seems to be some confusion and misunderstanding in the interpretation 
of the significance of dividing the Province into nineteen economic zones. It 
is thought that a word of explanation on the background of the zoning may clear 
up any misconceptions which are being entertained and thereby give consumers of 
these statistics a clearer insight into what is being attempted. 

At the first conference on industrial statistics which was convened by 
the Minister of Planning and Development in February 1947, it was suggested that 
the Province should be divided into regions, in order to simplify the presentation 
of the information which would be collected. Furthermore, from the standpoint of 
the consumer, it was felt that it would be somewhat difficult to correlate relevant 
information and examine trends for the fifty-five counties and districts of 
Ontario and that some larger division of the Province would be desirable. 

The Canadian Manufacturers Association provided the Bureau with a copy 
of an industrial zoning plan for Ontario which was prepared by it in connection 
with the Survey of Industrial Capacity for War Purposes carried out in 190. 

The regions were plotted onto a map of Ontario and extended to conform to county 
and district boundaries. It was felt that the boundaries would have to coincide 
with the county Beene in order that uniform information could be presented 
for the different topics studied, e.g. area, population, industry, etc. 

Officials of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and the Economic Research 
Branch of the Department of Trade and Commerce were then consulted and they pre- 
pared maps of Ontario detailing the location of industry, transportation facilities, 
etc. in the Province. Thus the economy of the various regions was analyzed and 
the counties and districts having similar economies were grouped together into 
nineteen economic zones. 

While the groupings when studied from any particular aspect may not 
appear to be completely satisfactory, nevertheless those responsible for them 
are reasonably satisfied that the composition of the zones is the best possible 
when the various details which had to be reconciled are considered. The numbering 


of the zones has no special significance beyond identifying them. 


There is a definite economic relationship of the many activities within 
an area whether the area is large or small. A rapid industrial expansion will 
require an extension of the facilitating services, i.e. highways, hospitals, 
schools, etc. Statistics relating to only one topic are not of much practical 
value except to reflect trends. The Bureau has plans for developing a composite 
statistical picture which will measure the relative growth of primary and secondary 


factors in the economic development of the different zones.

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CONSERVATION AUTHORITIES 


In 1946 the Ontario Government passed The Conservation Authorities Act, 
which provides for the establishment of Authorities to formulate and carry out 
conservation schemes. Its members are appointed by the Municipalities in the 
watershed over which it has jurisdiction. Under the Act such an Authority has 
wide powers to carry out conservation schemes of all kinds including flood 
control, pollution, reforestation, land use projects, wildlife and recreation. 
The Government acts in an advisory capacity and carries out a conservation survey 
which is presented to the Authority to serve as a guide in the work which should 
be done in the river valley concerned. For certain types of schemes, the Act 
also provides that grants may be made by the Government. 


Thirteen Conservation Authorities have been established in Southern 
Ontario up to the present time, with a total land area of 10,019 square miles and 
a membership of 246 municipalities.

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FISH HATCHERIES AND REARING STATIONS 


During 1950, twenty-eight fish hatcheries and rearing stations were in oper - 
ation. One more was added from last year at Westport, Ontario. 


There are many ways in which nature can be aided in maintaining a supply of 
fish in our province and the artificial propagation and distribution of fish plays an 
important part. Twelve hatcheries are strategically located on the Great Lakes and 
rear only the commercial fishes such as herring, whitefish, lake trout and pickerel. 
The remainderof the hatcheries and rearing stations propagate the game fishes, such 
as Speckled trout, maskinonge and bass. Qualified biologists study the spawning sea- 
sons and habitat preferences of the various species along with the character of lakes 
and streams, so that the fish are planted in suitable waters. 


By supplementing nature in this way and through continued and careful studies 
of our waters, a continuing supply of fish in Ontario is reasonably assured.

NOTES ON MINERAL PRODUCTION STATISTICS 


GENERAL 


Where a firm operates in more than one county, it is included 
with the number of employers for each county for the mineral it 
produces. Where a firm produces several unrelated minerals such 
as gold and sand, in the same county, it is included with the 
number of employers for each mineral. 


The number of employees includes both wage-earners and salaried 
employees. Prison labour is not included.

King's Highways:- Those roads which are the main arteries of motor traffic between 
important cities and other terminal points. They are designated by the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council upon the recommendation of the Minister. 


Secondary Roads:- Roads of more than local importance - in either organized or unor- 
ganized territory - carrying a considerable portion of through traffic but not of 
sufficient importance to be designated as King's Highways. While the Department of 
Highways maintains these roads for the municipalities it does not assume any 
responsibility. 


County Roads:- County roads accommodate the largest portion of local market travel and 
are connected as far as practical to serve the needs of through traffic. They are 
designated by a county council with the approval of the Lieutenant-Governor in Council. 


Organized Township Roads: - Those roads under the jurisdiction of the township 
municipality involved, which carry the traffic’or a little more than the traffic - 
of the farms adjoining the road.

EMPLOYMENT IN ONTARIO - 1950 


GENERAL SUMMARY 

The year 1950 saw employment in Ontario at a record level despite some 
unfavourable circumstances. The early part of the year brought increasing numbers 
of unemployed until a high of over 103,000 was reached in the third week of March. 
This figure represented almost 6% of the Province's labour force and exceeded the 
same period of 1949 by over 37,000 persons. Several factors accounted for this 
slackening of the demand for labour. Unusually severe seasonal unemployment was 
the result of abnormal weather conditions. Added to this was the fact that employ- 
ment in Logging was adversely affected by the loss, both threatened and actual, of 
overseas markets for lumber. In the first few months of the year employment in 
Logging was some 40% below the level of the corresponding period of 1949. 

The influence of the Korean war, together with generally increased 
economic activity, acted to reverse the unfavourable employment situation and by 
July the number of unemployed persons had dropped to 50,800 or less than half the 
peak Spring figure of 103,000. Employment in Logging by July lst was 11.7% above 
the level of 1949. 

The general upsurge in economic activity which followed the opening of 
hostilities in the East, brought forth an unusually high demand for labour so that 
by the end of the year the problem was not one of unemployment but rather that of 
a labour force insufficient in numbers to meet all the demands being made upon it. 

Throughout 1950, activity in the Construction industry was a strong 
factor in supporting the high level of employment. The total value of contracts 
awarded in Ontario in 1950 was 41.8% higher than 1949, which itself was an all- 
time high year. 

As the year 1950 drew to a close, employment in all of Ontario's leading 
industries was above the previous year's record, e.g., Logging - 56%; Electrical 
Apparatus - 19%; Iron and Steel - 10%; Lumber Products - 9%; Construction and 
Mining - 8%. 

In the face of strong consumers' demand made possible by a high level of 
purchasing power together with the added impetus of expanded defense preparations, 
employment in 1951 may be expected to reach new heights. The problem of the hour 


will be that of meeting the ever-increasing demand for labour on two fronts.

REGIONAL ANALYSIS 

The overall record level of employment in Ontario in 1950 was not shared 
equally by all zones of the Province. Monthly indices of employment in the manu- 
facturing industries of Ontario by economic zones are shown on pages J-3 to J-8 
for 1949 ana 1950. The figures in brackets after each zone (weights) indicate the 
proportion of total recorded manufacturing employment which was reported from the 
various zones. For example, of all the recorded manufacturing employment in Ontario 
34% was centred in the Metropolitan area and 1.8% in the St. Clair River zones, etc. 
Hence a relatively small percentage increase in the Metropolitan zone is numerically 
more significant than a much higher percentage gain in, say, the Lake Erie zone. 

These zonal indices show that employment, on the average, was higher in 
ten zones in 1950 than in the previous year, payrolis were higher in fourteen areas 
and average weekly salaries and wages showed gains in all areas of the Province. The 
most significant percentage gain was shown in the Kawartha Lakes zone where employ- 
ment increased 9.7%, payrolls 19.8% and earnings 9% over the year. 

Significant declines in employment over the year were recorded in the Blue 
Water (-11.9%), Quinte (-9.2%) and the Ottawa Valley (-6.4%) zones. These drops in 
employment were reflected in diminished payrolls and in smaller than average 
increases in average weekly salaries and wages. 

The following table summarizes the percentage changes in employment in 
1950 as compared with 1949 in eighteen zones of the Province.

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THE ONTARIO LABOUR FORCE 


I. Introduction 


The nature and distribution of the Canadian, and in particular the 
Ontario labour force, has undergone significant changes since 1945. The shifts 
in population resulting from demobilization, the movement of rural persons to 
urban areas, immigration, and shifts in the age and sex distribution have 
created new patterns in the labour force. The labour force may be defined as 
consisting of persons at work plus those available for work for which economic 
remuneration is usually received. It is not a fixed body of persons; rather, 


there is a constant flow into and out of the working population. 


II. The Age, Sex, Industrial and Agricultural Distribution 


Ontario's population reached the 4,512,000 mark in 1950, an increase 
of nearly 13 per cent over 1945. (Table I) Included in this total population 
figure are approximately 224,000 immigrants who arrived in Ontario since 1945. 
By subtracting the number of persons who emigrated from Ontario since 1945, that 
is, about 63,000 persons, from the number of immigrants, a net immigration 
figure of 161,000 results, In 1950, the labour force in the province totals 
about 1,821,000 persons, a rise of 18 per cent over 1945. At the present time, 
therefore, Ontario's labour force is about 40 per cent of its population, and 
it is interesting to note that this percentage has been rising since 1945. When 
we subtract the net immigration figure of 161,000 from the total labour force 
figure of 1,821,000, we are left with a total labour force figure of 1,660,000, 
or a decrease of 8.8 per cent in the labour force. This means that without the 
immigration that has taken place, the total working force would have shown an 
increase of only 9.2 per cent rather than the 18 per cent recorded; at the same 
time, without immigration, the labour force is not increasing at as rapid a 
rate as the population. (1) 

There are about 3 men to every woman in the labour force. The total 
number of men in the working force increased by nearly 24 per cent since 1945, 
a consequence mainly of demobilization. The female counterpart of the labour 
force increased by over 2 per cent. 

The greatest increase since 1945 has occurred in the male industrial 
segment of the labour force which registered a gain of nearly 31 per cent. 


(1) It is assumed that immigrants are largely additions to the labour force. 
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The number of females working in industry increased only 5 per cent during 
this period. Ontario's agriculture, however, shows a decline of nearly 
2 per cent in the male labour force and a decline of over 32 per cent in 
the female section of it. ithough the farm labour force as a whole registers 
a declining tendency, actually it represents the continuation of the trend 
which gained in strength during the 1930's. A comparison indicates that 
while there is one woman for every three men in industrial employment, there 
is one woman for every eleven men in agricultural work. Also, while there 
are five times as many men in industrial jobs as in agricultural, there are 
twenty times as many women situated in industrial as opposed to agricultural 
employment. The proportion of women absorbed into industrial life is an 
indication of increasing urbanization and industrialization, of changing 
attitudes on the part of women to industrial work as well as of changing 
attitudes of employers to hiring women. Moreover, the rising cost of 
living has made it necessary for women to seek employment in order to 
supplement the earnings of their husbands. This, however, does not appear 
to have adversely affected the rate of natural increase per 1,000 persons 
which rose from 9.9 in 1945 to 14.5 in 199. 

A break-down of the labour force by age-groups indicates that 
the 14-19 age category has remained virtually stationary over the period. 
This is partly accounted for by the long-run downward trend in the propor- 
tion of younger workers in the labour force. The gradual increase in the 
age at which young people leave school has contributed to this trend. For 
example, of all boys aged 14 ana 15; 29 out of 100 were gainfully employed 
in 1921, while in 1941 their number had fallen to Ly rout vert, 100.(1) rt 
is well known that in recent generations the birth rate has declined and 
average life expectancy has risen. The average age of the population is, 
therefore, increasing, although this tendency may be interupted by 
immigration or a rise in the birth rate. For example, the recent post-war 
increases in Ontario's population has interrupted a long-run downward trend 
in natural increase: in 1921, the rate of natural increase was 13.5 per 
1,000 persons; in 1931, 9.8; in 1941, 8.7 anda in 1949, 14.5. However, 
some years must elapse before the meaning of the present upsurge in births 
can be made clear because it is not the birth-rates of a year or even a 
decade that count but the ultimate size of completed families. (2)

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The 20-24 age category increased over 39 per cent and the 25-4 age 
group rose nearly 22 per cent; taken together the 20-44 age classification accounts 
for more than 75 wee gatte of the increase in Ontario's labour force since 1945. 
The 45-64 age group by itself increased over 13 per cent while the over 65 age 
group rose by nearly 7 per cent since 1945. The cost of living has depreciated 
the purchasing power of pensions and other old age benefits so that persons 
receiving them have evidently been induced to remain in the labour force. 

In sum, this study has shown that without the immigration that has 
occurred into Ontario since 1945, the labour force would have shown an increase 
of only 9.4 per cent rather than the 18 per cent recorded. Acceleration of the 
rate of urbanization and industrialization is drawing more men and women away 
from agricultural pursuits. The 14-19 age category has remained virtually 
stationary, partly because the school-leaving age has risen and the birth-rate 
around 1935 had declined sharply. The 18 per cent increase in the labour force 
stems mainly from the 20-L age group which accounts for three-quarters of this 
gain. Despite improved social security measures for persons 65 years and over, 


their numbers have risen nearly 7 per cent in the labour force. 


III. The Supply of and Demand for Labour 


The following statistical picture provides a cross-sectional view of 
the changes in the supply of and demand for labour in terms of specific indus- 
tries and occupations over the past year as measured by registrations with local 
National Employment Service offices. The analysis of the changing pattern in 
Unfilled Vacancies (that is, jobs reported available or labour demand) in ten 
leading industrial categories is followed by an examination of changes in the 
pattern of Unplaced Applicants (persons listed as unemployed) in six occupational 
groups. 

On December 29, 1949 Unfilled Vacancies in the logging industry 
numbered 68 and at December 28, 1950 had risen to 1,795 registrations, an 
increase of 2,578 per cent. (Table II) This phenomenal increase in jobs avail- 
able is an indication of improved foreign markets as well as the great upsurge 
in engineering, commercial, residential and defense construction. In the 
Mining Industry, job openings jumped 385 per cent in the same period. 

The Manufacturing industries showed an increase of nearly 66 per cent 


in the listed unfilled vacancies at December 28, 1950 over the past year. The 
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Transportation industry recorded an increase of 33 per cent; in the Communications 
industry, a gain of ll per cent was observed. In the Wholesale and Retail Trade 
industries, a jump of 66 percent in listed unfilled vacancies occurred, in the 
Finance-Insurance field a rise of 26 per cent was recorded, while in Agriculture, 
Fishing and Trapping an increase of 61 per cent was listed in the above period. 

Only in the Construction and Services industries was a drop recorded in 
the number of unfilled vacancies; that is, a decline in the demand for labour of 
35 percent in Construction and 16 per cent in Services occurred when measured on 
the specific days of December 29, 1949 and of December 28, 1950. A number of 
factors account for these percentage figures, including the rapid turnover of 
personnel, the seasonal pattern of slackening activity, the small number of vac- 
ancies listed and a shift in the nature of construction work undertaken which 
involved fewer persons in the building trades, particularly carpenters. 

Thus, Unfilled Vacancies or the number of job-openings in the industrial 
classification increased by 0 per cent over the past year at the dates recorded 
above. In terms of Unplaced Applicants or persons unemployed as classified by 
occupation, a decline of nearly 20 per cent had occurred over the past year. 

Unemployment in the Professional and Managerial occupations had decreased 
26 per cent, mainly a result of a decline of over 29 per cent among engineers and 
a drop of 47 per cent among draftsmen. (Table III) In the Clerical occupations a 
decline in unemployment of over 15 per cent occurred, a result of improvement 
among stenographers and typists (9.4 per cent) and among clerks (28.6 per cent). 

In the Sales occupations an improvement of nearly 11 per cent was noted while in the 
Service occupations (domestic, personal, cooks, waiters, etc.) an improvement of 
nearly 3 per cent occurred. | 

Unemployment in agricultural, fishing, trapping and seamen's occupations, 
however, increased over 11 per cent. These occupations are strongly affected by 
seasonal slackening of operations and abnormal weather conditions. 

In the skilled and semi-skilled occupations a decline in unemployment of 
28 per cent is mainly accounted for by improvement in the metal-working (46 per cent), 
electrical (51 per cent) and the construction trades (30 per cent). Only in logging 
occupations was a rise in unemployment of 131 per cent recorded and this figure is 
a result, in part, of a greater number of men seeking logging employment in the 
active season. This fact is emphasized when it is seen that unemployment in the 


unskilled occupations dropped by 20 per cent in this period under review. 
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It is interesting to note that the unemployed in the Occupational 
categories represent nearly 3 per cent of Ontario's labour force at December 
28, 1950 whereas a year ago they represented nearly 4 per cent of the labour 
force, a decline of over 19 per cent. This figure is in contrast to the post- 
war peak of unemployment in Ontario of 103,000 or nearly 6 per cent of the 
labour force in March 1950. 

It appears, therefore, that the demand for labour in the industrial 
field as measured by unfilled vacancies had risen 40 per cent at December 28, 
1950 as contrasted with December 29, 1949 whereas the supply of labour in the 
occupational categories as measured by unplaced applicants had declined by nearly 
20 per cent during the same period. These statistics reflect a diversified and 
buoyant economic situation at a time when industry is beginning to re-tool for 
defense contracts and when Canada’s position as a world trader reveals growing 


improvement despite keener competition abroad. 


The problem of increasing the size and skill of the Ontario and the 
Canadian working force is being attacked from the point of view of selective 
immigration, the rehabilitation of partially-handicapped persons and the grad- 
ual re-introduction of women into industrial occupations. The economy has, as 
yet, not reached the point where the allocation and direction of manpower into 
critical labour shortages has been considered essential. Nevertheless, numerous 
social problems involving the status of women in industry, increasing the skill 
of unskilled and semi-skilled workers and the training of physically-handicapped 
persons will likely exert important influences on Ontario's economic problems 


in the year to come.
